B.—Tbe\democracy of industry. 
C.—The • revolution of national fin­ 
ance. 
D.—The use of surplus wealth for 
the common good. 
Extensive and 
exhaustive 
recom­ 
mendations are made in the resolu­ 
tions, including the following: 
That the government formulate a 
plan to prevent wholesale 
idleness 
among workers now employed in war 
plants and among soldiers and sailors. 
That disabled soldiers and sailors 
be educated for commercial and indus­ 
trial life. 
That the government adopt the pol­ 
icy of preventing the occurrence of 
unemployment^ 
That the government take posses­ 
sion of the waterways and retain its 
control of the railways. 
The opening up and access to land 
by co-operative and small holdings. 
The resolutions continue: 
| 
“We should 
declare 
emphatically 
against any continuance of the mili­ 
tary service acts a 
moment 
longer 
than the imperative requirement of 
the war. Individual freedom is of lit­ 
tle use without 
complete 
political 
rights; we therefore urge the speedy 
enfranchisement of all soldiers 
and 
sailors while in service. 
“Industry should not be controlled 
by a jostling crowd of separate and 
private employers, with their minds 
bent, not on the service of the coun­ 
try, but by the very law; of their very 
being, only on the utmost profiteering. 
We should look to scientific reorgan­ 
ization of the nation’s industry, 
not 
deflected by individual 
profiteering; 
on the basis of a common ownership 
of the means of production.” 
In conclusion the resolution says: 
' “It behooves organized 
labor 
to 
formulate its own plan 
for 
recon­ 
struction after the war, 
If we, 
the 
workers, are to escape from the de­ 
cay of civilization we must 
insure 
that which is presently to be built is 
a social order based not on fighting, 
but on fraternity—not on competitive 
struggle, with the means of bare life, 
but deliberately planned co-operation 
in production and distribution for the 
benefit of all who participate by hand 
or brain; not on the inequalities

riches but on a systematic approach 
for a healthy equality of material cir­ 
cumstances for every person born in 
the world.

Bulgarian armies 
counted against ours just the same.

But tile government stood pat and kept on nom­ 
inally good terms with Bulgaria without giving an) 
satisfactory explanation. 
It now apjx-ars, as might of course have been in 
ferred, that the administration knew a good deal mon 
about Bulgaria than it thought it' wise to divulge 
The president has the best facilities in the world for 
accurate war information. 
He seems to have chosei 
deliberately to stand aside and let Bulgarian event- 
take their course, foreseeing the inevitable end. 
As m acers now stand, Bulgaria is satisfactorily 
conquered without our having to bother about it, and 
we are in a fine diplomatic posi.ion to help disin­ 
terestedly in straightening out the Balkan tangle. 
The same reasoning probably applies to our 
Turkish relations. 
If we are invited, as we probabh 
shall be, we can step in there, too. without the bitter­ 
ness that war engenders, and help extend our liberty 
program to western Asia.

But all the whining in 
Mittei-Europe isn't going to do the Prussian bully 
any good now.

fight on, until the war-loving Huns are so thoroughly 
chastised that the very thought of war will make them. 
tick for 4 hundred years to come.

All through the war, the German statesmen 
lave shown an evasiveness and duplicity that justify the 
world in being on its guard. Pear the German bearing 
gentle peace in his bloody hand. The voice maye be the 
oice of democracy, but the hand is likely to be the 
nailed first of autocracy.

Duplicity has not only been the attitude of German 
statesmen during this war, but there is a definite pre-war 
ohilosophy justifying this very conduct. There was alae. 
definite philosophy justifying ruthlessness in warfare, 
but a charitable world regarded it more as the logical con 
elusion of speculative premises, than as a practical work 
ng principle. 
But the war showed that with the miff- 
arista, at least, ruthlessness was a very concrete thine 
. routine part of the day’s work. 
Is it unfair to 
\ssume that with the statesmen of the same school, the 
thilosophic principles of^ duplicity, deceit and false pre 
ens© are not as real working principles? 
For instance Tretlsehke announces that it is neces­ 
sary for the statesmen to have at hand a stock of in 
Merited principles of morality. Merely as stage property, 
vou understand, 
A situation might conceivably arise 
where it would b© necessary to trot them out. May not 
his disciples think the time has arrived to gather up b» 
tock of principles of democracy? 
Again Treitschke 
justifies deception in the interest of the Fatherland. It 
!s a monkish type of statesman, he says, who stands with 
smug self laudation amid the ruins of the Fatherland and 
lays, "I have never lied.”

Delay In Getting Machinery 
Orders Filled Causes Slow 
Progress to Date 


NEWPORT BEACH, 
Oct. 8.—The 
Pope Shipbuilding Corporation has de­ 
cided to construct their dredger of 
cement instead of wood, as had been 
previously planned. They will also 
use concrete sheet piling in bulk-head­ 
ing thei^ land on which they propose 
to build ships. 
A number of men are at work on 
the old dredger, which the company 
purchased from the Newport Dredging 
Company, and finding that consider 
able of the material could be usee. 
they have corked up the base and it 
was towed from its resting place to 
the foot of 19th street, where tempor 
ary offices of the company have been 
built. The launch “Harriet N,” owned 
by the Jackson-Norton Company, was 
used in towing the old dredger to Its 
new location. 
The plan of the company is to first 
complete the dredger and then bulk­ 
head their property «n the southerly, 
easterly and northerly sides. Tile first 
dredging will be done between 19th 
and 24th streets, the irregular water 
line along the site on the southerly 
side to be straightened up and the 
silt removed up to bulkhead line as de­ 
scribed by the government survey. 
Plans and maps are on display at 
the company's office on 19th street, 
which give a very clear and concise 
idea of the work which is being un­ 
dertaken. While all material and sup­ 
plies for the preliminary work will be 
unloaded at 19th street for the pres­ 
ent, the plans are eventually to build 
a spur from the Southern Pacific and 
Pacific Electric lines from 30th street 
to the shipbuilding site. 
The plans and maps provide for the 
construction of four ways immediate­ 
ly after the completion of the dredg­ 
ing and filling of the land, and include 
a provision for four additional ways to 
'bp built later. Narrow gauge railways 
are to be installed throughout the 
plant for transportation purposes, and 
an elevated track will ba built for un­ 
loading materials. 
Warehouses, ce* 
ment bins, crushed rock 
bins, tool 
houses, lockers for workmen, an eat* 
ing house and even parking places and 
filling station for autos have all been 
provided for in the specifications. 
While considerable delay has been 
experienced in getting orders filled for 
machinery, the plans of the company 
are progressing as fast as could be 
expected, and it is hoped that dirt will 
be flying before long.
